their proportion, and the remainder within twelve months ; and that anony- 
S mous Partners having really and bona fie paid or tendered the full Sum in 
Cash subscribed by them, within the period prescribed by the Act, should 
not be subject to the Laws against Bankrupts, or to greater loss than the 
Sum so subscribed, and the proportion of the profit required by the Act to 
he held over to the end of the Partnership ; and that Memorials of such 
artnerships shall be registered, containing the particulars in the said Act 

specified :

And be it further Enacted, That all Actions and Suits commenced by or Actions or 
against any such Copartnership, in any part of the United Kingdom, may commTnced'or 
y be commenced and prosecuted in the name of the Copartnership Finn, P rusecilte< i- 
imder the Articles of Copartnership, and without naming any of the 
anonymous Partners, and all Actions and Suits so brought, shall be as 
good valid and effectual as if each Partner, acting and anonymous, had been 
particularly named in such Suit. 
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
